the temporary injunction restraining 
the Board of Education from carry- 
ing out the now famous Loeb rule 
exelling teachers who decline to 
leave the federation, and compelling 
all applicants for positions to sign 
a nledge that they will not become 
members of any similar 
organiza- 


tion. 


Of course, if the higher court up- 


holds the injunction, making it per- 
manent, the matter will drop there, 
with a glowing victory for organized 
labor. If. however, the higher court 
decides in favor of the Loeb rule, 
the entire matter will ultimately be 
decided at the polls.
